refuse to administer the sacrament to

power of the church of Rome. 


He referred to the Federal party as 


"resting on an insecure foundation and 
destined to crumble soon." and asserted 
that the Methodist and Presbyterian 
missionaries were using unfair means to 
Induce Filipinos to leave the Catholic 
faith. 
He assailed the character of 


evangelical leaders, and 
contended 


that only by securing the co-operatiou 
•nd good will of the padres could the 
Americans make permanent progress in 
the Philippines. 


Senor Tavera, president of the Fed- 


eral party, wh«n the views of Father 
McKinnon were brought to his atten- 
tion, replied: 
"So much the better, ag 


It will bring the matter to an issue." 


When asked whether the members of 


the party would not leave it if they 
learned that membership involved their 
church standing, Senor Tavera replied: 
"They probably would, if that were 
tree, but I believe only a email pro- 
portion of the priests would exclude 
people from their church privileges for 
•neb a reason. 
We Filipinos did not 


make an issue of separation of church 
and state.

•Ise la tolerated under American sover- 
eignty. 
Whether Federalists approve 


or not, they cannot be loyalists and yet 
fcppose that doctrine. 
' "If the Catholic authorities are not 
Willing to accept it, they are not pa- 
triotic. 
The Federal party may dis- 


integrate after civil government is gen- 
erally established in the Philippines, 
•but the principles of peace under Amer- 
ican sovereignty will not disintegrate." 


Senor Tavera asserts that the Fed- 


eralists who had relatives and friends 
among the prominent insurgent leaders 
were endeavoring by correspondence to 
induce them to surrender, although thua 
far without result.

Fall River Cotton Men May Undone!! 


Competitors In Open Market

especially that offered at present by 
southern manufacturers.

Itiver committee, if given the power, 
could undersell its competitors in the 
open market, but at present that body 
is hampered because of lack of power, 
its power being limited to such an ex- 
tent as to make it impossible for them 
to take such radical action without be- 
ing especially authorized by the creat- 
ing body, the Manufacturers' associa- 
tion.

THE SPOONER AMENDMENT 


Draws the Fir* of tbe Democratic Side, 


but Will Remain Io Army Appropri- 
ation Bill— House Acts Adversely on 


. Warablp Propositions 


Washington, Feb. 20.—In tlia senate 


yesterday consideration was resumed 
of the army appropriation bill. 
Mr. 


1'latt reported I'rotu the committee on 
relations with Cuba au amendment de- 
lining the relations of this government 
with the proppscd government of Cuba. ] 
It was referred to tho committee on mill- ' 
tary affairs. 


Sharp opposition to the Philippine 


amendment developed on the Demo- 
cratic side, beginning with a point of 
order declaring that it should not re- 
main a part ot tbe army appropriation 
measure, which the senate overruled, 
aud followed with several speeches. 


The amendment was> defended by its 


author, Mr. Spooner, who pointed out 
the necessity for the legislation. 
The 


amendment was decided to be iu order 
by a vote of 39 to 23. 


"The leading bald proposal here is," 


said Mr. Hoar, "that the public land/- 
and franchises of 12,000,000 of pec/1: 
shall be sold by Americans to Ameri- 
cans as upon the whole the be.st mean.s 
of pacification. 
TL«> best means ol 


pacifying a man," continued Mr. Hoar, 
sarcastically, "is for one foreigner to 
take and sell his property to another 
foreigner. 
And this is the method by 


which we are to teach the principles of 
liberty and self-government." 


Mr. Caffery said there was no prece- 


dent for "this wild and comprehensive 
grant of power," when he was inter- 
rupted by Jlr. Mallory, who inquired if 
it would not be better for our govern- 
ment to proceed along the present 
lines than for congress to adopt the 
pending legislation. 
"I think," re- 


plied the Louisiana senator, "it would 
be far better for us to go on forever 
as we are than that we should do volun- 
tarily so grave an injustice to the Fili- 
pino people as is proposed here." 


Mr. Fairbanks read from the report 


of the Taft commission to show the 
necessity for the proposed conference of 
authority, and added that unless the 
authority was conferred there could be 
no development of the resources of tbe 
islands. 


Mr. Tillman interrupted to say that 


no five men composing any commission 
had a riglit to ask that they be allowed 
to deal arbitrarily with the rights of 
12,000,000 people, and congress had no 
right to grant the power.

Bacon, Hoar and Pettus. 


Mr. Morgan denounced the action of

SOME COMMON WORDS. 


A. Lecture on tbe Manner In Whieli 


They Art Misused. 


Two correspondents who cherish a re- 


spect for this noble tongue of ours have 
written to us expressing a desire that we 
say something more about the misuse of 
common English words. One of them 
calls attention to tile persistent use of 
^'balance" for "remainder," and the other 
rightly objects to the employment of "lu- 
cid" tc signify "brilliant" or "highly col- 
ored." These are fair specimens of the 
abuse of good words. The employment 
of "balance" for "remainder" is the out- 
romo of tho habit of business men in 
speaking of balancing their books. 
At 


the completion of the process they find 
either a profit or a loss, and they call it 
a "balance." and that is precisely what it 
is not. If there were a balance, there 
would be no profit, no loss, no lemainder. 
It is an absolute impossibility for a bal- 
ance and a remainder to be the same 
thing, and jrt most persons speak of 
them as identical. 


Now, 
will some one please tell us what 


a "helpmeet" is? We frequently read of 
men whose wives are helpmeets, but no 
one explains what a helpmeet is. The 
Bible, which is wi*tten in pretty good 
English, quotes the Creator as saying, "I 
will make an help meet for him," which 
Bimply means that God decided to pro- 
duce a help suitable for Adam. But who 
made one word out of that noun followed 
by the adjective? 
And why? What is 


the matter with "wife?" 


Who1 authorized the use of the word 


"experience" as a verb, aad why? "John 
is experiencing a great deal of trouble" 
is only an affected _way of saying that he 
is having trouble. True, the trouble is 
part of his experience, but it is only men- 
tal laziness of the worst sort that leads 
persons to turn all nouns into verbs. And 
It narrows one's vocabulary. 


Who set the pernicious habit of speak- 


ing of earth as "dirt?" Why, some good 
mother, of course. She saw that when 
her son made mud pies in tho happy days 
of youth he crime home with a dirty face. 
But Lord Palmerston cleverly said, "Dirt 
is matter in the wrong place." The boy's 
faco was dirty because earth was out of 
place on it. Good white paint would also 
have made his face dirty, yet the same 
thing would be used to make a door clean. 


Who authorized the common use of 


"appreciate" for "enjoy." A man may 
perfectly appreciate something that he 
does not enjoy at all. To appreciate a 
thing is to value it at its true worth. If 
it is not worth anything and a man rec- 
ognizes that fact, be appreciates it just 
BS much as the lady appreciates^the novel 
which is ''perfectly lovely."

Chinaman indulges his propensity for ex- 
travagance and oddity to the utmost. A 
rich Chinaman in Tien-tsin recently ex- 
pended $150,000 on tho funeral of his 
mother and laid up for himself immense 
stores of credit on the other side of the 
Styx. 
Forty millions of dollars' worth 


ol paper cash, it is snid, is burned ev- 
ery year in China at the graves of an- 
cestors, and an incredible amount of pa- 
per cash can be bought for a cent. Yet 
lavish as the Chinaman is in his expendi- 
ture upon the dead, he will often leave a 
coffin waiting for a yea- cr for ten 
years in an exposed position by the road- 
side until the necromancers shall tell 
him the propitious hour and place to 
bury his dead. In some places he buries 
the remains, or at least what is left of 
them after years of dissolution, in earth- 
en pots where thousands can be stowed 
•way in a very small inclosure. 


The funeral processions in the streets 


of the great cities of China are often ex- 
ceedingly inconvenient to the passing 
traveler. All traffic must make way for 
the car of death, and iu tho narrow 
streets of the southern cities a stranger 


iliuai. 
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possible compass, squeezing into a door- 
way or obliterating himself as far as 
possible apainst n wall until the mourn- 
ers have passed through the street. 


In Poking, where tbe streets are wider, 


the catafalque is often built in the mid- 
dle of the roadway and is left thvre for 
days and weeks, filling up the middle of 
the street and obliging every passing 
camel and donkey and rattling, creaking 
cart to take some other avenue or to 
crowd by on the sidewalk under the awn- 
ings, to the discomfiture of foot passen- 
gers and the various open air venders 
who do their business on the sidewalk.

The dull, indiffer- 
ent, stolid faces of the men nnd the 
roguish, mischievous snlles on the boys' 
faces belie their wails and give a very 
unreal air of hypocritical sorrow to the 
average Cliiuesfr funeral, though doubt- 
less there is muck genuine sorrow and as 
many real heartaches as in other lands. 


When the comn is borne in the funeral 


procession, it is often covered up with all 
sorts of grotesque pasteboard counterfeits 
of the things which the departed is likely 
to want in his future journeys in the land 
beyond. A mock house and a mock horse 
are often thus carried, a paper cow to 
furnish milk and meat, paper fowls to lay 
eggs for him and paper servants to do bis 
bidding. Oftentimes, too, a tempting ar- 
ray of real viands is carried in the pro- 
cession, a roast pig, a dozen roast ducks, 
bread and rice and fruit. They are not 
left to "waste their sweetness on the des- 
ert air," but after they have remained at 
the grave's mouth for a little while and 
the spirits have sni Jed the delicious odors 
they are divided up among the sorrowing 
relatives and friends, who have such a 
feast as many of them have not enjoyed 
for days.—Cosmopolitan.

Ihe blind man. is shut out from the 


beauties of nature, nnd, greatest loss of 
all, he is unable to study the wonders of 
the universe as spread out in the heavens 
at night. He finds himself limited to his 
night.

own thoughts and to the idle talk o£ 
those around him. 


Is there not in the marvels of one sun- 


set more inspiration than in all tbe talk 
of a hundred men?

it i=huts us out from the wouderful in- 
spiration of music. But we consider this 
loss more easily borne than inability to 
improve the mind with Etudy of the 
visible universe.

You. will lind it better worth dis- 
cussing than tbe chances of rain or snow, 
or other of life's trivialities. 


The power of the human mind is 


shown most vividly in the accomplish- 
ments of great men whose genius has sur- 
mounted the horrible affliction of deaf- 
ness or blindness. 


Homer was blind, Beethoven was 


stone deaf. 


Milton was blind when he wrote "Para- 


dise Lost." Whet could physical sight 
have added to his marvelous mental 
vision? 


Of himself be says, "Wisdom at one 


entrance, quite shut out." 
But the afflic- 


tion which would utterly destroy medi- 
ocrity adds fire and purpose to Milton'a 
genius: 
Bo much tht rather, thou celestial light, chin* 


inward. 


And the mind, through all its powers, irradiate. 
There plant eyee that I may see and tell 
Oi things invisible to mortal sight. 


All history of pathos since the world 


began fails to match the story of Bee- 
thoven's affliction. 
One of the three 


greatest beings born on earth, be was fat- 
ed never to hear except within his brain, 
and through his inward sense of har- 
mony, the greatest works of his genius. 


For earth's greatest picture- of pathos, 


study this scene. 


Beethoven's genius had culminated in 


the production of his two greatest works. 
A magnificent ovation was prepared for 
tbe master who has given such happiness 
to the mind. 
A vast assemblage was gathered to- 


gether. Beethoven, the deaf genius, waa 
to conduct 


The moving baton in bis bands does not 


guide the musicians. His noble forehead 
Is wrinkled deeply, his gaze fixed on the 
leading violinist before him.

hour. Three quarters o£ an hour from 
the time it left me, I heard a hound 
baying in the direction the deer went. 
Very soon the deer came back to me 
again, stood a moment looked over its 
shoulder in the direction whicn it had 
come and then looked at me. then 
bounded through the brush toward 
Vermont. I had a pole in my hand 
whieft I had just cut, I stood in the 
deer tracks ready to intercept the 
cur in its effort to destroy what our 
state wants to save. The hound came 
along, but I am sorry to say I missed 
him by about a foot, but I stopped his 
career in that direction and sent him 
scurrying home. 


What brought that deer to rne the 


second time ? Did it know I could save 
it in some way, was it instinct or 
reason? Who can tell? 


With the passing of the wolf and the 


game laws strictly enforced, can we 
hope to see our game animals a more 
familiar sight in our fields and 'on our 
hillsides, I for one hope so.

T. U. at the Baptist Chapel 


Mrs. Katherine Lent Stevenson-, state 


president of the W. C. T. U., visited the 
local ur.ton yesterday and addressed a 
meeting at the Baptist chapel in the 
evening at 8 o'clock. The meetins was 
not largely attended, and most of those 
present were women, as was to have 
been expected. The meeting was opened 
vith singing, followed by prayer by 
Principal F. F. Murdock of the normal 
school. 
Mrs. Stevenson was then in- 


troduced by Mrs. Fanny Isbell, presi- 
dent o3 the local union. 


The subject of Mrs. Stevenson's ad- 


dress was "What the W. C. "r. U. has 
u.;ne." One thing It has »one is to form 
an oigar.'izaticn which extends into 
every state and territory in the countrv 
and into almost every civilized country 
in the \\orld. Mrs. Stevenson si/oke of 
attending the convention of the world's 
W. C. T. U. in' Edinburgh, Scotland, 
last June, and gave some of the im- 
pieasions she received there. It was a 
remarkable gathering and showed that 
the unions are all one, that humanity 
is one, and that humanity can never 
reach its highest level while any part 
of it is kept at the lowest. The W. C. 
T. If., if it has donb nothing more, has 
done much to make the women of the 
world understand each other and to 
band1 together in a common cause for 
humanity. 


Mrs. Stevenson told ofl attending con- 


vention's in Washington and the south. 
and of hearing colored women tell of 
what they were doing in the cause of 
terrtE-vrance among their re.ce. 
She 


said they were doing1 good work, though 
under great disadvantage. The work 
amor.lg the lumber camps of the north- 
west is one of the good things bel:'« 
done bv the union. Boxes and barrels 
of literature are sent into the carrrs, 
and the carols are visited by mission- 
aries 'who do what they) can to estab- 
lish the gospel of temperance amone: 
them. A great deal is also done for the 
boys ir.l the army and navy by sendinc 
to them comfort bags, letters and mes- 
sages, and throwing around them as 
much protecting influence as possible. 
In Boston a flower mission is main- 
tained, and a. home ftsr r>oor working 
girls." Flowers are sent to the sick, arAi 
the srirls who find shelter in the home 
are kindly cared for and assisted to 
better their conditions. 


The speaker was impressed with the 


value of temperance instruction in the 
public schools, which the law requires 
in many of the states. When the child- 
ren are taught theevil effects of alco- 
hol they! are liable to join! the tem«»er- 
ance army when they grow up, and 
thus great good is accomplished. The 
W. C. T. U. also believes in and teaches 
the single standard of i>urity for man 
and women. In many places the local 
unions have presented their townfe and 
cities with ice water fountains, which 
tend to help th6 temperance cause, at 
least by removing the excuse offered 
by the men, {hat they, cannot get good 
water to drink- 


The North Adams W. C. T. U. has, if 


it has done nothing more, kept together 
a band of ftiithful women who are 
steadily aiding the state and national 
unions. The contributions go to he's 
both of these bodies, and a small oro- 
portion ;?oes to the world's ur.fion. Mrs. 
Stevenson said if the members could 
do nothing more than to stand firmly 
for a high principle that would be 
enough. 
She closed her remarks fcv 


saying that the redemption of society 
from the drink evil will be the monu- 
ment to Frarbes E. Willard, xrho was 
one of the great leaders in the work of 
the W. C. T. U. - ^ , 


At the close of her address Mrs. Stov- 


enson offered to answer Questions, and 
a gentleman in the audience wante'1 to 
know i-T the W. Q. T. TJ. was not large- 
ly responsible for the abolishment of 
the army canteen. 
The answer wsvs 


that the union did not claim to have 
accomplished this reform alone, though 
the press guve it credit for a large parf 
of the work. Among ot.her things ac- 
complished by the union was the rais- 
infe of the age of consent, so that now 
there are but few states in which it 
is lass than 14 years, while iyi sortie it 
is as lu'sh as IS, and the law Drovidins: 
!br police matrons was broueht about 
by the union. She said the union non- 
war'.s a temperance canteen for the 
soldiers, where they can meet and have 
good times, but have only temperance 
drinks.

Valley Road 


PETITIONS WILL BE GRANTED 


FUR IRELAND'S FREEDOM 


There Was No Opposition and Chair. 


man of Board Said There Was No 


Reason For Not Granting 


Authority 


President C. Q. Richmond of the Hoo- 


sau Valley street railway company was 
In Boston today to attend the hearing 
before the state railroa^ commission, on 
petitions from the local company for 
authority to extend the tracks Into the 
towns of Clarksburg and Cheshire. 


As explained wheiJ the petitions were 


entered, this authority is necessary for 
permission to enter any. town which a 
street railway does not already enter. 


There were present at the hearing this 


morning only Mr. Richmond ankl Rep- 
resentatives Card and Childs of this 
city and Fern of Adams. Mr. Richmond 
presented the argument in favor ofl the 
extensions, which were chiefly that the 
people of the two towns wanted them, 
He read a letter from E. H. Farns- 
worth of Clarksburg, expressing the de- 
sire of the ->eople of Briggsville for the 
extension of the road from this city to 
that point. 


He also read a letter flroni Chairm°n 


Dean of the Cheshire selectmen, ex- 
pressing the wish of the people of that 
town for an electric road. Mr. Dean 
did not express himself as necessarily 
askiiJ^ for an extension of the Hoosac 
Valley road,vin view of the fact that the 
selectmen have yet to decide which roa<j 
shall have the privilege, but his point 
was that Cheshire wanted an electric 
road. 


There was no opposition whatever 


to the two petitions, and so the local 
representatives were not called on to 
speak. At the close ofl the hearing the 
chairman of the state board saifl that 
he saw no reason! why the petitions 
should not be granted. 


This will probably be done in a short 


time, and as soon as t>>e Hoosac Valley 
and Pittsfield roads iiave both secured 
this authority, as it is probable they 
will do, the Cheshire selectmen can set 
a date for the joint hearing. 


The fact that, as reported yesterday, 


the Berkshire company has won its 
first great victory at Lenox, will add 
interest to the hearings to be given this 
and the local roads in Cheshire. 


The Action or Lenox 


The granting of a right of way to the 


Berkshire company by the Lenox select 
men as reported in yesterday's Tran- 
script, was looked upon as likely to 
have an important tearing on the ac- 
tion of towns which are yet to hold 
hearings. The action was somewhat ofl 
a surprise, anU indicated that the "mil- 
lion dollar" company had a very strong 
hold. It is believed by rgxny, however, 
that the new company* will not be able 
to get rights of way between here and 
Pittsfield, and that south of that city 
there are likely to be two roads, tha 
Pittsfield an<j Berkshire. 


Manager Dolan of the Pittsfield com- 


pany did not seem to be much surprised 
at the outcome arid did not care to say 
very much about the matter. He said 
this action was not unexpected, and 
that it would in no wise affect the ac- 
tion of the Pittsfield company.

Many from Here Attend Lectures by 


Maud Gonne and Major McBride 


Many went from here to Pittsfield 


last evening t'o attend 
the lectures 


given by Major McBride and Maud 
Gonnc. There were about 300 in the 
party from here and Adams, and they 
were escorted from the train to Bur- 
bank Casino by St. Joseph's band. The 
Casino was crowded, and the audience 
was enthusiastic. The stage was pret- 
tily decorated, and seated thereon dur- 
ing the lectures were some fifty or 
more of the prominent Catholics of 
Central Berkshire. The speakers came 
to Pittsfield under the aus-piees of the 
Sarsfield society, which is the oldest 
Catholic organization 
in Berkshire 


county. They arrived in the city on 
the Boston express at 4.17 o'clock, and 
were driven at once to the Wendell. 
Shortly after 
8 i/cloiA. they were 


driven to the Casino and received a big 
demonstration. 


Major McBride was the first speaker 


and he devoted himself almost entirely 
to the Boer war, saying in his intro- 
duction: 


"England 
always 
slanders those 


whom she wishes to destroy. She pre- 
pared for her assau.- on the Transvaal 
by slandering her people. According 
to her, they were barbarous, swindling, 
lazy, ignorant fellows, who hated clean- 
liness and progress. She told the great 
est falsehoods about them." 


Miss Gonne followed Major Me Bride, 


and said in part "I did not anticipate 
when I bade good-by to my friends in 
America last March that I should so 
soon be among them again, but world 
events are moving rapidly, and the 
hour of Ireland's destiny is drawing 
near, and it behooves her children, all 
those at home, who are living in an- 
guish and sorrow under a grinding 
tyranny, and those abroad, who are 
living in a free and happy land, but 
who are not happy, because their 
hearts are constantly going back, al- 
v,-ays going back to the beautifui land 
of sorrow they have left— it behooves 
all to grasp the opportunity, to get 
out of the darkness and despair into 
which 
England's 
rule has plunged 


them." 


This was the reason Miss Gonne said, 


that she and Major McBride had come 
to this country t'o ' get the sympathy 
and help of Americans to the cause of 
the freedom of Ireland. The speaker 
said that the population of Ireland is 
ccs'tantly decreasing, and if the loss is 
as great during the next fifty years as 
it has been during the p-ast half cen- 
tury there would be less than 2,000,000 
people on the island by 1950. 


Continuing, she said: "Ireland has 


had thirty years of parliamentary agi- 
tation. 
She has suffered by it. We 


have listened for thirty years to the 
talk of these parliamentarians, who are 
supposed to love peace and quiet, and 
now we find, that 10,000 Boer farmers 
arc m'ore than a match for -*.,000 En- 
glishmen. In order to win the cause 
for which we are fighting, emigration 
must be stopped. 
English 
journals 


have done much to encourage a dislike 
for Boer methods of warfare, but the 
United Irishman, a paper published in 
Dublin, is dojng a great deal to offset 
the evils of English journalism. The 
society, which- this paper represents, 
encourages a study of the Irish lan- 
guage and places a ban on all English- 
made goods.". The speaker gave in out 
line what is now being done in other 
ways to combat the British tyrai.ny of 
the present day. 


Miss Gonne was 
constantly inter- 


rupted with applause and her address 
was received with great favor.

"Da you se? fhzi woman on tbe plat- 


form?" he afeked. "I'll bet she's a close 
one. How do I know? Why, she's been 
coming to this station for years, 
She 


never offers move than a dime aud puts 
out one fiuger aucl at the same time tells 
me in a positive tone 'Just one.' 
She 


holds on to the dime in a lingering way, 
as if she hated to turn it loose. I know 
she gives it a parting squeeze. And she 
snatches tho nickel I siide out as if she 
was afraid some one else would try to 
get it. 


"The impatient man is standing just 


behind her. I'd hate to live with him. 
He flings his money at TOO as if it burn- 
ed his fingers, reaches out for his ticket 
and claws at the window ledge if I delnj- 
a moment. Then he snatches it up and 
runs through the turnstile.

laying of tl 9 second Atlantic cable is j 
rviarvelous. A cablegram may be filed ' 
in a New York telegraph office, and in ! 
due course of time, say five hours, that, 
same message, in the very language In ' 
which it was written, will bo delivered 
to the perK'4i to whom It is addressed j 
In a sealed envelope in, say, Welling- 
ton, Xew Zealand, 20,000 miles from 
the place c/i Its origin. 


The value of the international tele- 


graph bureau is here clearly seen, for 
through its influence every one of the 
organizations through which this cable- 
gram will pass guarantees its passage 
without Inspection except 'In case of 
w ar and does its utmost to secure rapid 
and exact transmission. 


The exact cost of the cablegram is 


also known i« advance instead of a list 
of the charge^ of the various govern- 
ments and companies concerned In the 
puzzling moneys which some of them 
use. 


The death of Queen Victoria wa3 


flashed from London to San Francisco 
In less than five minutes of actual 
elapsed time. 


The submarine telegraphs of the 


world number 1,500. Their aggregate 
length Is 170,000 miles, and tbe num- 
ber of messages actually transmitted 
over them is about 6,000,000, or nearly 
10,500 each day. 


The expense of constructing the 


world's telegraph cables is estimated at 
about §2oO,000,000, and when the Pa- 
cific cable Is completed $10,000,000 
must be added to this sum. 


A cable across the Pacific would com- 


plete the girdle of tiie globe, and the 
continents of Europe, Asia, Africa, 
North and South America and Austral- 
asia would then be jointly connected 
with a line of wires. There are 10 ca- 
bles under the north Atlantic, 13 of 
which are now in working order; three 
under the south Atlantic and tbree un- 
der the Indian ocean, while the length 
and breadth of the Mediterranean are 
spanned many times nnd in many 
places. 


Down the Red sea there are four ca- 


bles, while a complete line of wire en- 
circles tho entire continent .of Africa 
from Algiers eastward round to Moroc- 
co, touching at many places and form- 
ing loops on ti>e way round. With the 
exception of the lower half of the con- 
tinent there is almost a complete dou- 
ble cable circling South America. 


The ''Mediterranean of America," the 


gulf of Mexico and the Caribbean sea, 
is traversed in all directions by lines 
which bring its Islands and colonies 
into speaking relation with each other 
and with South and Central America. 
tho United States and thence with Eu- 
rope, Africa, Asia and practically the 
whole world. 
, 


Along the eastern coast of Asia cable 


lines loop from port to port and island 
to island, receiving messages overland 
i 


from eastern Europe by way of the 
Russian and Siberian land lines and 
forwarding to Japan, China, Australia 
and Mew Zealand, the Straits Settle- j 
ments, Hongkong and the Philippines, i 


Tha distance from Washington to j 


Manila Aver the present route is 14,311 
miles, covering 12 cables having a total 
length of 13,411 miles and three laud 
telegraph lines with a total length of ! 
900 miles, and ordinary cablegrams j 
cost §2.35 a word. 
These messages ; 


pass through ten different countries, i 
going first to Ireland, then to England, 
thence to France and from there (Mar- 
seilles) direct to Alexandria. From Al- 
exandria they go to Suez, then to Aden 
and across to Bombay aud Madras. 
From there they go to Singapore, 
thence to Sargon, in Cochin China; to 
Hongkong and then to Eolinao, on the 
island of Luzon, and finally by land 
wires to Manila. 
There is another 


route for cab'egrams to the Philip- 
pines, whirh COT -•» a much greater 
part of the distance overland. It takes 
tbe message from London across Rus- 
sia raid Siberia to Vladivostok aud 
thence along tho China coast to Hong- 
kong, to Manila, 


The first actual cable was one con- 


taining four copper wires insulated 
•with gutta percha and surrounded by 
tarred hemp and protected by ten gal- 
vanized iron wires wound spirally 
about it laid across the English chan- 
nel by a company of English and 
French capitalists. The line worked 
successfully and was opened for public 
telegraph business tS'ov. 13, 1S51. being 
tbe first successful submarine tele- 
graph and continuing in constant use 
many years. 
Its weight was seven 


tons to the mile; length, 25 miles; 
depth of water, about 120 feet 


The speed of transmission over the 


earliest Atlantic cables at the begin- 
ning was eight words per minute. The 
present rare ot speed on the Atlantic 
cables, without duplex, is 50 words a 
minute.

sages on the first Atlantic lines (mini- 
mum 20 words or less) was $100. 
The 


f-rst reduction in tho rate was made to 
$50 for <ie same number of words. Tho 
.original word rate, without minimum, 
was $1. Tho present rate to Great 
Britain. Ireland, 
France, 
Germany. 


Ralgium and Holland is 25 cents a 
word. To Costa Uica or Honduras, In

A. Caalae That Had an Educated 


T**te la Zttaiic. 


It it not generally known that the late 


Sir Arthur Sullivan, was not only pas- 
sionately fond of dogs, but had made a 
Special study of them in every way. The 
brilliant composer, whose loss is Indeed a 
blow to the world at large, declared fre- 
quently to the writer of this article that 
In the dog is embodied all the necessary 
conditions for the appreciation of music 
of all kinds and that the organ of hear- 
ing in & dog is of marvelous delicacy. Sii 
Arthur bore out the truth of this state- 
ment by relating the following fascinat- 
ing anecdotes *t incidents which came di- 
rectly under his notice: 


Some years ngo, when Sir Arthur wa1? 


accustomed to go down to the theater 
very regularly in order to conduct the re- 
hearsals of his own operas, he was fol- 
lowed every morning by a dog, which en- 
tered the theater the same time as he did, 
placed itself between the legs of the mu- 
sicians and listened delightedly, eaperly, 
to the music. This occurred day after 
day, until the constant appearance of the 
dog at the rehearsals excited the curios- 
ity and admiration not only of Sir Arthui 
himself, but of all the musicians, who, no1 
knowing its name, gave him that of Mel- 
ody. 
Very soon he was petted by all, and 


each one in turn invited the dog to din- 


I ner—"Melody, will you dine with me to- 
I day?" These words were sufficient. Tht 
j dcg followed his host, ate heartily and ai 


I BOOB as dinner was over rushed off again 


i to the theater, found its way to the or- 
| chestra, placed itself in a corner and nev- 


er left until the evening performance wa» 
finished 


Nothing could be more amusing, more 


curious, than the attitude of Melody dur- 
ing the performance. 
If a new work 


was being performed, he found it out be- 
fore the overture had been played many 
seconds. If the piece abounded in rich 
and original melodies, he testified his 
ptastire by bis delighted barks and by 
scraping his feet rapidly on the ground. 
On the other hand, if the piece was only 
ordinary, insipid, Melody invariably gap- 
ed or yawned, turned his back upon the 
orchestra, gazed around the boxes and at 
last slunk away in a decidedly bad hu- 
mor. 
This expressive pantomime was 


the most piquant criticism of the new op- 
era. 


When tho work of some great master 


was played, Melody always knew tho pre- 
cise moment when an artist was going to 
eing some striking song or play some spe- 
cial part of the work, and then his move- 
ments, his gestures, were such as to al- 
most plead for silence among the specta- 
tors. ''I do not know," said Sir Arthur not 
many weeks before his death, "what be- 
came of this dog later on. but his name 
and his reputation are still /resh in the 
memories of several nuisidafas who have 
frequently seen his singular antics."— 
People. 


RELATED, YET FO£S. 


Carton* Bit of History About Maceo 


and Campos. 


In connection with Maceo there is a 


curious bit of unpublished history well 
worth the telling. 
Marshal Martins* 


Campos and Antonio Maceo bore the re- 
lationship of consanguinity of the blood 
in the second •. degree. 
Campos' fathei 


was a colonel' in the Spanish army and 
military governor of the one time dis- 
trict of Mayari, Cuba, where Martinez 
was born. 
His mother was of Cuban 


Indian-African blood ancl first cousin to 
the mother of Antonio Maceo. The fa- 
ther took the infant Martinez to Spain, 
•where under Spanish law a man takes hii 
nativity from the place of his church con- 
firmation or baptism, and there the child 
•was legitimatized and educated for mili- 
tary life. 


Both Campos and Maceo were aware 


of the relationship between them, and 
although bitter contestants on the field 
of battle, they held each other in great 
personal esteem, Campos having the high- 
est admiration for the military genius ol 
his cousin, for after the treaty of Zan- 
jon, when even Gomez had accepted the 
peace terms, Campos wrote to the was 
department at Madrid that "while Anto- 
nio Maceo is still in the field the war can- 
not be considered as ended." Later, aft- 
er pursuing Maceo for nine days, Cam- 
pos captured the stretcher or hammock 
in which the revolutionary chief, with 
nine wounds in his body, had been car- 
ried for 36 hours. But the stretcher was 
empty. Maceo had eluded his pursuers. 
But when the Castilian field marshal be- 
gan to retrace his steps to Santiago his 
troops w°re harassed by Maceo's men all 
along the road, and betore they got out ol 
the mountains Maceo in person led an at- 
tack upon them. Yet some weeks later 
•when, through the British consul at San- 
tiago, Campos solicited an interview with 
Maceo, which was accorded him, such 
was his confidence in the latter's good 
faith that he went alone to meet his cous- 
in in La Snbana. 


Maceo, who came with his immediate 


personal staff, was much taken aback to 
find the commander in chief of the Span- 
ish forces there without a single attend- 
ant and immediately dismissed his own 
men. They talked for two hours, but Ma- 
ceo would not surrender. Finally, how- 
ever, he agreed to leave the island, dis- 
banding his men and burying his arms, 
provided the British consul would come 
out for him and provide him with trans- 
portation to Jamaica under the British 
flag. Maceo never surrendered to Spain. 
—Frank Leslie's Popular Monthly.

In Small Craft Tneie Hardy Mari- 


ners Will Attempt to Cro«» tb« At- 
lantic—Start Will Be Made In June. 
Xovel Feature* •* Craft Invented 
by Captain Webrter. 
Racing across the Atlantic In 20 foot 


open sailboats is tho pastime that is be- 
ing planned by Captain Dean S. Web- 
ster of Chicago and Captain Howard 
Blackburn of Gloucester, Mass. 
The 


latter threw down the gauntlet in a 
challenge to the world, and Captain 
Webster immediately accepted, that 
the prowess of Chicago on the water 
might be maintained. 


The novel test will probably be un- 


dertaken in June. Meanwhile Captain 
Webster is arranging for a specially 
constructed craft which is to demon- 
strate Chicago's supremacy as a mari- 
time power. 
It may be a three cor- 


nered contest, as a woman In New Jer- 
sey has entered a yacht 15 feet in 
length and has secured Captain An- 
drews, who recently went around tlie 
world in a small boat, to sail it for her. 
It is probable that none of the boats 
contesting will carry more than two 
persons. 


So far the preliminaries have not 


been fully arranged, and the starting 
point and direction of the course have 
not been definitely fixed upon. Captain 
Webster, however, has suggested that 
the start be made from some point in 
the Bermudas and the finish be at Lis- 
bon. 


Captain Webster has accepted the 


challenge with the intention of landing 
a winner. 
The possibility that such 


small craft may be tossed about like 
ships on the huge billows of a mid- 
ocean storm or engulfed In the whirl- 
pool of a hurricane does not disturb 
him in the least. He will make the 
trip In an invention of his own, which 
he believes can weather the most 
sweeping gale sent by Jove to test the 
resisting strength of man's ingenuity. 
In addition to this prime qualification 
it will be fast sailing. 


The new boat of Captain Webster 10 


of the catamaran style—that is, two or 
more boats Joined together. It is made 
of rubber and canvas, with iron frames. 
Large rubber tubes shaped for ocean 
travel and inflated like a bicycle tire 
will be joined together. Upon these air 
floats will be secured the framework of 
the deck. This strange craft will be 
yacht rigged, with spinnaker, gaff, top- 
sails and fore and aft canvas. It is 
probable that the boat for the race will 
be constructed to ride on thr»e air 
floats. Water tight compartments for 
holding provisions will be fixed be- 
tween the air floats. Elastic tanks for 
drinking water are provided for on top 
of the air floats, and the pressure from 
the inflated rubber tubes will give a 
flow of water when the faucet is turn; 
ed. Heavy air pumps will be carried to 
keep the tubes inflated. 


For bulwarks to inclose the deck and 


keep out the pounding waves heavy 
canvas will be stretched around the 
iron framework of the deck to a height 
of 18 to 20 inches. The deck will be 2*£ 
feet above the surface of the water. 
The air floats may be deflated at any 
time, and the entire boat and rigging 
may be packed up expeditiously for 
shipment by steamer or train. 


It was to provide an apparatus for 


caving life at sea that Captain Webster 
Invented his catamaran craft of air 
floats. After the terrible Burgogne dis- 
aster the Pollak family, which had lost 
relatives in the sinking of the French 
liner, offered prizes for the best device 
for saving life at sea, and Captain 
Webster began the experiment His 
new boat is the result By the time he 
had protected his invention with the 
necessary patents he- learned that the 
entries bad closed for the competition 
at the Paris exposition, and so his boat 
was not shown. 


"I have been in correspondence with 


Captain Blackburn in regard to the 
proposed race," said Captain Webster, 
"but none of the stipulations bas been 
(decided upon, Of course this will prob- 
ably not be on the scale of an interna- 
tional affair, ancl whatever Captain 
Blackburn and I may decide upon will 
govern." 


Captain Webster Is 59 years old and 


has been a lake captain most of his life. 
He is a veteran of the civil war, in 
which he served both In the army and 
navy. He was on board the San Jacin- 
to and was wrecked on the Little Ba- 
hamas. Later be was with the Army 
of the Potomac. He was born on the 
banks of the St. Lawrence and has 
made bis home at Detroit, Kingston, 
Ont, and other ports, but has lived at 
Des Plainer, a suburb of Chicago, for 
the last eight years and been in busi- 
ness there.

"Wild Animal Broker Who ImportB a 


Variety of Animals. 


New York's queerest occupation is per- 


haps that of the wild animal brokers. 
A great many men support themselves 
by such work. It requires little capital 
and experience and brings immediate re- 
turns. These brokers make it their busi- 
ness to meet all incoming steamers which 
hail from the countries which export 
wild animals of any kind. 
There is 


scarcely one of these ships but carries 
something of a menagerie. The special 
shipments ot" animals are of course con- 
signed directly to the big dealers. The 
animal brokers deal •rcith the sailors. 
• A surprising variety of animals are 
usually found in the sailors' quarters. 
The seamen ha\e learned that they niny 
turn an honest dollar by buying or trad- 


i ing them from the natives in foreign 


i parts. They bring monkeys, parrots and 


, rare birds, sometimes lion or tiger cubs, 


j curious tropical snakes and other easily 


j handled stock. In a large crew the stock 


is often considerable. The wild animal 
broker cotnes to an understanding with 
the sailors and buys their stock. 


There are of course tricks in all trades. 


i The broker must know the exact market 


I value of each animal and be able to judge 


its condition. 
The animal broker then 


finds a market for his stock among the 
wild animal stores and wholesale dealers 
of the city. There is a certain well known 
department store which buys a large pro- 
poition of its stock in this way. Some- 
times the broker can greatly increase tbe 
value of his stock by keeping it for a 
time and carefully feeding and groom- 
ing it. 


Another market is found among private 


customers. The brokers often have a list 
of customer* to whom they regularly 
show their wares. It is possible to build 
up a regular business in this way. The 
broker comes to ha-s e a regular under- 
standing w.th the crer, s or many vessels 
nnd iu turn to supply a regular set of 
customers. 


The profits of the wild animal trade en- 


able several of the laigest dealers to keep 
agents in the principal wild animal mar- 
kets of the world to secure them stock. 
One firm has several times equipped ex- 
peditions to seaich the jungles o£ India 
and capture elephants, lioas and tigers. 
The profit on handling a single fine sp^ci- 
men frequently runs into the hundreds of 
dollars. 


Once collected, shipments aw made 


once a year, and a reliable keeper is sent 
with the consignment ull the way to New 
York. The animals are then stored in the 
New York stores or, if they be too large 
for this, they are shipped to the farms 
kept by the larger dealers in the vicinity 
of Xpw YnHt Thp pironi«"» mnsfMrni nnd 
zoological gardens, which form their most 
important customers, usually make their 
purchases in the early spring. The pres- 
ent season promises to he a very busy and 
prosperous one.—New York World.

Improvement will be 
sk>\v for some of them, but theie is no- 
thing- in the condition of any to indi- 
cate that there v, ill be complications 
to retard recovery. 


Mr. Wood, who went to the hospital 


Saturday morning, and lefi. that fore- 
noon, as 
he was not suffeiirwr from 


shock so severely as the others, return- 
ed this morning to the institution. lie 
is nut worse to any dangerous extent 
but his physician felt that he could be 
cared for better there. As none of the 
otheis have lefit, this makes eight at 
the hospital today. 


Although it is practically certairi, as 


stated yesteiday, that thg accident 
happened in Williamstown. notices of 
claims will be presented to this city 
and Williamstown both, to prevent any 
slip should the permanent line between 
this city and Williamstown/ show that 
the accident was in North Adams. 


Engineer Linnell was at work both 


yesterday and today in the interests of 
the victims of the accident, and it mav 
be some days before he will comolete 
the town line which was begun before 
the accidenlt happened. Any action for 
damages will have to be based on this 
permanent line. Mr. Linnell said this 
morning that until he had made his re- 
port to the authorities he could hardlV 
make any statement as to the matter 
beyond the fact that the accident was 
certainly in Willlamstown. It is under- 
stood, however, that the survey may 
show that it was a much less distance 
over the line than was at first supposed. 


Lawyer Couch, who has been retain- 


ed to bring 11 of the rases that will re- 
suit from the accident, said this morn- 
ing that notices 03 claims for clarnaeres 
would be presented to Williamstown 
and North Adams both some day this 
week. The law requires that in1 such 
ca.<=es notices of claims must- be iire- 
sented •« ithin 10 days of the time of 
the accident. This will not sive time 
for the claimants to wait until the line 
has been surveyed. Lawyer Couch will 
present claims for the following: Mr. 
ana Mrs. Underwood aftd Miss Edith 
Underwood, Mr. an'd Mrs. Morrison, 
Frank Wood, Howard Lewis, Miss Char 
lotto Whinpie, Moses Dupray, jr., which 
is the correct name of the driver, Ar- 
num & Kearn for damage to the team, 
and Robert S. Kearn for the death oi 
his son, Arthur Kearn. Lawyer Park- 
hurst represents Mr. and Mrs. I. S.

There has been some question! about

Conductor William Kendall, Formerly 


of This City, Died in Hospital 


William Kendall,

freight conductor, who was injured at 
East Deerfield the 13th, died at the 
Fan-en Memorial hospital in Montague 
City Sunday evening-. His skull was 
fractured by his head accidentally 
striking a freight car on the opposite 
track as he leaned out too far from, the 
cab of the engine. He was taken to the 
hospital at onces and his skull trephin- 
ed that night. For a time he seejned to 
be gaining, but 
inflammation eet in. 


His body was taken to Fitchburg yes- 
terday.

at the lime of his death. 


He was born in Lawrenceville, P. I., 


but came to this city when 15 years old 
and worked in the Blackinton mills. A 
year or two later he went to \Vinchen- 
don where he was employed as a team- 
ster by the Woodcock company. 


When about 20 years of i.ge he com- 


menced working for the Fitchburg rail- 
road as freight brakcman on the Tun- 
nel division and continued in the em- 
ploy of the company and its successor 
the B. & M. railroad, till his death. He 
had been conductor about 14 years, and 
his faithfulness is shown by the fact 
that this was his first accident on a 
train in his charge or upon which he 
was working. 


He was one of three brothers who 


were conductors of freight or passenger 
trains on the Fitchburg- division of the 
Boston & Maine. A brother, Ernest of 
Fitchburg, who is conductor 'on a pas- 
senger train from 
tchburg to Boston, 


formerly ran as brakeman on Conduc- 
tor Blanchard's train from Greenfield 
to Boston.
